maculate.’ That, J im, means only 
one thing—that Mary herself was 
immaculately conceiv ed.” 
"But,” J im objected, "it was 
only recently that the Pope 
proclaimed the Assumption of 
Mary 's body and soul into heav - 


en. Did it take the Church nearly 
2,000 y ears to decide this?” he 
asked. 
'This, likewise,” the priest an­ 
swered, "is not a new doctrine. It 
was the univ ersal belief of the 
early Church. In 59 3, St. Gregory 
of Tours referred to it in this 
way : The Lord had the most 
holy body of the Virgin taken 
into heav en, where, reunited to 
her soul, it now enjoy s, with the

The hassle ov er appointment of a 
Sanitary Officer for Sedalia has gone 
somewhat beyond bounds in v erbal re­ 
joinders and street comment as a result 
of Mayor Abe Silv erman’s 
prepared 
statement read to City Council last Mon­ 


day night. 
In the course of attempting to get 
across a point that his own desire was 
to hav e a trained and experienced man 
appointed for this job, he stressed the 
inspection of places serv ing food. Par­ 
enthetically he mentioned the Sanitary 
Officer’s job also included inspection of 
nursing and rest homes inv olv ing prob­ 
lems of protecting the liv es and safety 
of elderly conv alescents; and incidental­ 
ly that the Sedalia Rest Home, a city 
property, was rented at $1.00 a year to 
a priv ate enterprise. 
Impression that the mayor was critical 
of the sanitary and operational condi­ 
tions at the Sedalia Rest Home has be­ 
gun to snowball on Sedalia’s conv ersa­ 
tional slopes. So we asked the mayor 
just what he meant in his statement to 
city council because prev iously he had 
spoken fav orably about the conditions at 
the nursing home to Charles Edwards, 
administrator of the Bothwell Hospital, 
and myself, after he inv ited us to v isit 
the place last May 9. Here is what Mayor 
Silv erman has to say: 
“ The Mayor wishes to state that the 
inspection was highly satisfactory and I 
commended Mrs. Birdsong for the fine 
manner in which she was operating this 
home and requested that she continue 
operating it in the same manner until she 
heard from me.” 


Personally, the editor’s reactions were 
much the same particularly since he 
found the residents so well taken care 
of in a substantial building which for­ 
merly was so mechanically and inele­ 
gantly identified as Sedalia Hospital No. 
2, Mrs. Birdsong and her staff are doing 
a good job caring for 37 men and 
women. The delightful part of the v isit 
was with sev eral friends of 40 and more 
years acquaintanceship. If the time ev er 
comes when I need the accommodations 
of a rest home, the one in Hubbard Park 
would just suit me fine. 
The major thing I saw wrong in the 
operation was the lack of a written con­ 
tract between Mrs. Birdsong and the 
City of Sedalia which owns the prop­ 
erty. 
Repair, maintenance and equip­ 
ment problems can become a matter of 
interminable 
dispute 
under 
an 
oral 
agreement. Furthermore the operator of 
the home is certainly in an insecure po­ 
sition under such conditions after going 
to a great deal of personal financial ex­ 
penditures and building up her business. 
Furthermore, the city should receiv e 
reasonable rental from its property. This 
was my comment to Mrs. Birdsong. 


The mayor asked Charles Edwards to 
write his personal v iews, not as a repre­ 
sentativ e of Bothwell Hospital but as a 
priv ate citken. 
Subsequently Edwards 
did just that and his comments, whether 
or not one agrees with them, indicates 
he has giv en constructiv e thought to the 
Sedalia Rest Home and its future possi­ 
bilities from a community-interest stand­ 
point Here is what Mr. Edwards has to 
say: 


“ Hear Mayor Silv erman: 


“ At your request I hav e v isited the 
Sedalia Rest Home, 711 .North .Missouri, 
and 1 am writing you to giv e the impre.s- 
sions 1 receiv ed during the v isit. 


“ I hav e had the opportunity to v isit 
Si v erai nursing homes in the State of 
Missouri and 1 am of the opinion that 
tiie Sedalia Rest Home exceeds the av er­ 
age in many respects. The building, of 
cour.se, is fireproof, and U well main­ 
tained. 'I’he Sedalia Rest Home is abov e 
the av erage of nursing homes in cleanli- 
lie s. 'I'he patients seem content, and the 
owner and employee.s seemed interested 
in the patients, which, of course, is of 
v ital importance. .4fter a brief conv er­ 
sation with .Mrs. Birdsong, the owner, 
1 toimed the opinion that the type of 
p.t’iciU caie giv en is abov e av erage for 
rcM home^ in the .slate 


“ 'i'he equipment ls also better than the 
equipment normally found in nursing 
honii s. 


“ It would be mv recommendalion that 
tht iity continue to lease thi> building 
for the purposes of a nursing home, as 
loo. av they hav e people leasing it that 
doing as good a job in caring for 
'

stand that to this date all expen.ses for 
repair and maintenance of the building 
and equipment hav e fallen upon the 
operator and that part of the new equip­ 
ment was purchased by the City and part 
by the operator. 


“ It would be my recommendation that 
a contract be drawn up which specifical­ 
ly states the responsibilities of the City 
of Sedalia and the person leasing the 
building. I feel the contract should be for 
a period of time greater than one year, 
so that there will not be continued 
change of ownership. If there is more 
than one indiv idual interested in secur­ 
ing this contract, it might be feasible to 
let interested parties bid on the lease. 


“ It would be my recommendation that 
the City assume the repair and upkeep of 
the building and all fixed equipment. 
All equipment other than fixed equip- 
ment should be inv entoried and the op­ 
erator of the nursing home should as­ 
sume responsibility of repair and main­ 
tenance of all such equipment, M'hether 
it is owned by the City or the operator. 
The lease for the building should nev er 
be for an amount le.ss than the amortiza­ 
tion cost of the building and equipment 
owned by the City, and the cost of in­ 
surance and other direct expenses the 
City has in connection with this build­ 
ing. 
All 
new 
equipment 
purchased 
should be purchased at the expense of 
the operator and not the City of Sedalia. 


“ The mov able equipment which is the 
property of the City should be tagged 
by number with the respectiv e number 
showing on the city inv entory file. 


“ Since the city owns the building, I 
would not think it improper for the city 
to receiv e some benefit from its inv est­ 
ment other than the cov erage of their 
depreciation and direct expenses. One 
benefit which they might receiv e, of 
course, is a bid on the lease which might 
exceed the depreciation and direct ex­ 
penses of the city. 


“ I would like to make one other sug­ 
gestion, which would benefit both the 
City of Sedalia and Pettis County di­ 
rectly, thus, of course, affecting the en­ 
tire community indirectly. That is, to 
hav e a clause in the contract with the 
operator of the nursing home that would 
require the operator to giv e first choice 
of v acancies to patients which are hos­ 
pitalized at Bothwell Memorial Hospital, 
but which do not need acute hospital 
care, prov iding, of course, that the pa­ 
tient or the county court, or some other 
party could pay an established charge 
for that patient’s care in the nursing 
home. The minimum charge by which 
the operator of the nursing home would 
be forced to accept such patients would 
hav e to be agreed to in the contract. 


“ If this were done, the hospital would 
benefit in that another bed would be 
made av ailable for a patient which actu­ 
ally needs nursing home care. The ho.s- 
pital would also benefit in that most pa­ 
tients in the hospital which are actually 
nursing home patients seem to be pa­ 
tients which come under the County 
.Medical Indigent Plan. .As you know, the 
county pays only approximately sixty- 
two per cent of the hospital’s cost in 
caring for these patients, which means 
that the hospital is losing ov er $7.00 a 
day for each patient that is in the hos­ 
pital under this plan. 


“ The County Court would benefit in 
that the type of care giv en at the Sedalia 
Re.st Home would be much less expen- 
jiiv e to giv e than the type of care giv en 
at Bothwell Hospital, although the care 
would meet necessary standards for pa­ 
tients who are not acutely ill and in 
need of hospital care, it is, therefore, 
quite likely that their expen.ses for this 
type of patient would be decreased. 


“ One other sugge.stion would be that 
you hav e .Mr. .Neil VVortley, Director of 
the Hospital and .Nursing Home IJcens- 
ure Program. .Mis.souri Div ision of Health 
of Jeffer.son Citv , Mi.ssouri, furnish you 
with copies of reports of in.spections hi.s 
office made of this nursing home. .Al­ 
though the city is not responsible for 
the operating of the nursing home, un­ 
der such a lease arrangement, an interest 
in the result of these inspections could 
normally be justified in that the building 
and part of the eijuipnient is owned by 
the < ity and many citizens of our com- 
munitv still as.soi late this nursing home 
as a city operation 


“ I think your decision to keep politics 
out of the .Nursing Home is a wise one. 
Experience in community after commun­ 
ity has shown that there is better medi­ 
cine and better education when there is 
absolutely no politics in the schools, hos­ 
pitals, and nursing homes.

Enrou’e Behind The Iron Cur­ 
tain — The I'nited States is pre­ 
pared to take drastic action m 
case of a worsening political cri­ 
sis in France. Because France is 
the heart of the NATO alliance 
for the defense of Europe, and 
^■a use all .supply lines, commun­ 
ications lines, and pipelines run 
acro.ss France, v itally important 
changes would 
be 
nece.ssary in 
case a hostile gov ernment .should 
take ov er Pari.s. 
Therefore, 
t h r e e 
alternativ es 
hav e been 
decided 
upon, 
after 
careful consideration both in Paris 
and by the joint chiefs of staff in 
Washington. These hav e been ap­ 
prov ed by the National Security 
Council as follows: 1. The I’nited 
States is prepared to mov e its en­ 
tire atomic stockpile out of France, 
It can he mov ed at a moment’s 
notice 
to 
prev iously 
prepared 
bases in Spain or Germany. 
2. In case of disastrous French 
Civ il War, the United States would 
also pull i)ut all military forces to 
North .Africa. 
3. If the Communists took ov er, 
the United .Stales would interv ene 
militarily ~ though only as a la.st 
re.sort and only in cooperation with 
French middle-of-the road political 
leaders.

U.S. Friend in Lebanon 
It was just six months ago that 
I drov e up a winding road, climb­ 
ing the l.ebane.se Mountains from 
the -Mediterranean like an amuse­ 
ment park roller-coaster, to call 
on President 
Camille 
Chamoun, 
now facing civ il war in I^banon. 
.Along the road were apple or­ 
chards. I'hey clung to the moun- 
tain.side in little terrace.s—walls of 
rock, painfully built into the hill­ 
side by hand, then a strip of lev el 
terrace and a row of trees, then 
another wall and more free-i. It 
had taken years to hack 
llie.se 
terraces out of the mountain-tide, 
perhap- going back to the days 


when this was part of Ninev eh and 
Tyre, or back to the days w’hen 
the Crusaders battled the Moslems 
at the foot of these mountains for 
the retention of the Holy Land. 
The apple orchards had already 
felt the pinch of Nasser reprisal 
against l,ebanon for siding with 
the United States. Egypt was Leb­ 
anon’s chief apple 
market, 
but 
.Nasser had cut it off. So the Uni­ 
ted States, at the risk of offending 
Sen 
Harry Byrd, world’s biggest 
apple raiser, had agreed to buy 
I^hanon's apple crop. 
President Chamoun 1 found to 
be 
completely 
frank 
and most 
charming. A Maronite Catholic, af­ 
filiated with the Roman Catholic 
Church, he gov erned a precarious 
div ision of 
Moslems 
and 
Chris­ 
tians. in which it is tacitly agreed 
that the President shall be a Mar­ 
onite. the Prime Minister a Mos­ 
lem, the Foreign .Mini.ster a Greek 
Orthodox, and so on. 
1 asked President Chamoun the 
question which John Foster Dulles 
ha.s been asking himself for a long 
time: 
"Can 
the 
United 
States 
tru.st Nasser’’” 
"Not for 24 hours.” was Cha- 
moun’s categoric reply. He’s had 
reason since to rec*all the correct- 
ness of this statement. 
“ Vour 
greatest 
mLstake.” 
he 
went on, “ was not to let the Israeli 
Army continue in Suez for another 
14 days.” 
Wh.v U. S. Fails 
President Chamoun. faced with 
rev olt by Sasser agents, now has 
rea.son to realize more than ev er 
the effects of American v acillation 
in the Near East. Like the indig­ 
nities suffered by Vice President 
Nixon in .South America, the ex- 
pIosion.s of the Near Ea.st did ncft 
bur.st suddenly. They "eroded.” 
American prestige in the Near 
Ea.st eroded becau.se we hav e had 
no policy. It has shifted with the 
changing minds of those in Wash­ 
ington. And when shrewd, tough 
.Arab 
leaders 
know 
Washington 
ca’f make up its mind, they react 
like children before a v acillating 
schrMilteacher, Here is the record 
of American policy in the Near 
East:

he ?»enf a pearl-handled rev olv er 
to President .Naguib, then head of 


the Nasser rev olutionaries, as a 
token of confidence. 
2. In June, 1955, Egjpt began 
bartering cotton for Russian arms.

Secretary 
Benson wanted to dump his sur­ 
plus of American cotton, but Dul­ 
les argued 
that 
it 
would hurt 
Egyptian cotton. The U. S. Am­ 
bassador had 
already 
reported 
that Egypt

for Russian arms. 
4. Despite this arms deal, Dulles 
began talking about lending Nas­ 
ser money to 
build 
the 
Aswan 
dam. 
5. In July, 19.56. Dulles suddenly 
yanked the promise of the .Aswan 
dam away from Nasser. He did 
it so abruptly that an oriental wa.s 
certain to sav e face. Nasser sav ed 
face by seizing the Suez Canal. 
6. In October, 19.56, as the Is­ 
raeli .Army was within a few hours 
of Cairo and as the French and 
British bombed Cairo, .Nasser took 
refuge in a cellar in a Cairo sub­ 
urb. His policies had failed and 
he feared 
assassination 
by 
his 
own young Army officers. At that 
time the Ei.senhov v er administra­ 
tion came to his re.scue. 
7. Dulle.s then proceeded to boy­ 
cott Na.sser until the day before 
the Egyptian ruler went to Mos­ 
cow. On that day Dulles unfroze 
Egjptian funds in the U.S.A. 
This record is why Nasser fig­ 
ures he can get away with murder 
as far as the L'.S .A. is concerned 
in the Near East. It’s also why 
the Kremlin timetable for taking 
ov er the Near East is working on 
.schedule.

An interesting report on medical 
research recently appeared under 
the spon.*orship of a well-known 
pharmaceutical company. 
T h i s 
was based on a surv ey of inter­ 
v iews with 
a 
small 
number of 
prominent and qualified people. 
There 
w'as 
almost 
univ er*al 
agreement on the need for more 
basic research. 
Thi.s means that all of us .should 
be more aware of the need for 
money to .study the behav ior of 
cells, for example, ev en though 
this may not lead directly to llie 
cure of cancer or any other dLs- 
ea.'.e. Much fundamental re.search, 
howev er, prov es of ultimate v alue 
in one way or another. 
The 
people 
interv iewed 
also 
tendisi to criticize the 
common 
practice of raising or appropriat­ 
ing money to cure a .specific dis­ 
ease, thus forcing scientists imo 
a narrow line (rf inv estigation. 
A number of 
other 
important 
opinions were expre.ssed. including 
the ’bought that medical education 
is being 
starv ed 
for 
funds 
’o 
.some degree to enrich research. 
Also there wa.s considerable con­ 
trov ersy 
about 
the 
part 
which 
gov ernment should play in medi­ 
cal research. 
One point in panicidar of thks 
surv ey seem.s 
to 
be 
important. 
The report 
e m p h a s i z e d tha’ 
"brain.s are much scarcer 
than 
dollar.s." 


Again all of us should realize 
that money alone does not lead to 
productiv e 
medical 
research—or 
any other kind of research—hut 
that the training and brain.« ; of 
scientist.* are more impi>rtant. We 
hav e s’arv txi our re.seareh .scien­ 
tists loo much and this we should 
correc't. 
The first necessity for medical 
research is, that the right kind of 
mind engage in this activ ity. Few 
are hi>rn with the inquiring mind 
and intellectual aptitude 
for 
re­ 
sea rch in medicine A shortage of 
such pt*ople exists and always will 
exist, but many who could engage 
in such work are wa.s!ed by nev er 
being found, trained or supported, 
Iw>ng and painstaking work in 
the 
laboratory 
and 
in lihrane.s 
under experienced research scien­ 
tists U nece.ssary 
before 
worth­ 
while inv estigations can be con­ 
ducted. 
Ev en when ’he training period 
is 
ov er, 
many 
di.sappointmenLs 
await the ¿ scientific 
inv estigator. 
.Many experiments do not turn out 
as planned and new methods of 
approach hav e to be dev ised and 
carried out. 
A 
dramatic 
dLscov ery 
of 
the 
cau.se or cure of a disea.se is rare. 
.Medical research laboratories can­ 


not produce startling discov erie.s 
ov ernight. 
The financial 
reward.* 
of re­ 
search in medicine as in mo.st 
fields of science are slight, though 
no one enters this field w'ith the 
prime purpo.se of making money. 
Flv en the discov ery of a new cure 
nm accompanied by financial 
.success because the results of re­ 
search in medicine are generally 
not patented but are giv en out as 
rapidly as po.ssihle so that fiia 
public may benefit 
without 
un­ 
necessary delay 
and at rea.-'On- 
able cost.

Home for Crippled Children is a 
beautiful home built especially to r 
the care of crippled children. It 


Blosser left money in her will to 
establish this home, and the first 
patients were admitted in 1934 . 
All 
patients 
are 
conv alescent 
crippled children under the super- 
ision 
of 
registered 
nurses 
24 
hours a day . The patients come 
principally from the Univ ersity of 
.Missouri Hospital. 
Columbia, 
al­ 
though there 
are 
also 
patients 
from St. 
Luke’s 
and 
Children’s 
.Mercy Hospitals. Kansas City . The 
orthopedists sending patients are 
approv ed by the Uni v erity . 
.\ school is prov ided under the 
Marshall board of education for 
the children at Blosser Home, and 
there are two teachers, one for 
grade school and one for high 
schol. 
As much home life as is possible 
in an institution is giv en the chil­ 
dren. There are birthday parties, 
teas and special day partie. Too, 
students from the MLssouri Valley 
College occasionally hav e a party 
for the children and conduct v es­ 
per serv icers on Sunday . The Coun­ 
cil of Churches superv ises the Sun­ 
day School; that is, it designates 
the church in the city to do the 
teaching for three-month periods. 
The Shrine Club takes the chil­

Ano ther unique feature was the 
co nstructio n itself.

practices this po licy in mo st cities 
to allo w a max imum o f the co n­ 
structio n mo ney to remain in the 
city inv o lv ed, and to pro v ide em­ 
plo y ment fo r wo rkers in that city . 


Only o ne man fro m the co m­ 
pany was permanently assig ned to 
wo rk in Sedalia thro ug ho ut the en­ 
tire co nstructio n perio d.

The building is the latest o f sev ­ 
eral mo dernistic building s to be 
co nstructed in Sedalia.

o f the no rth side o f the building
